Announcement  FSC-758,  dated  July  2,  and  covering  the  purchase  of  American  cheddar 
cheese,  states  under  paragraph  VI  that  all  cheese  delivered  to  the  Federal  Surplus 
CommodltiGs  Corporation  shall  bo  marked  vv'ith  the  grade  of  the  cheese.  Cheese 
Graders*  Mcmoranduia  Ho,  5,  covering  purchase  of  cLoese  under  this  announcement, 
likewise  states  under  paragraph  VII  that  "All  cheese  delivered  to  F.S.CoC,  shall 
be  marked  mth  the  grade," 

Ife  arc  now  advised  by  F.S.C.Co  that  neither  the  cheese  nor  the  cheese  boxes  should 
be  marked  with  the  U,  S,  grade  of  the  cheese.     All  graders  will,  therefore,  dis- 
regard the  provisions  of  Announcement  FSC-758  and  Cheese  Graders'  Memorandum  llo.  5 
which  specify  that  the  U.  S,  grade  of  the  cheese  should  be  narked  on  the  cheese 
or  on  the  boxes.     This  procedure  shall  become  effective  irnnediatel3r.
